FROM MONS TO YPRES 
WAR'S ACTUALITIES.

Much blood has been shed and many heroic deeds 
achieved in the great war since Mr. Frederic Cole- 
man, to quote General Smitl-Dorrien, was “ close 
to where the shot and shell were flying pretty 
merrily,” but the public appetite for news about 
those early months of the struggle on the West will 
never be appeased. ~The Amorican’s vivid impree 
sions, gained at first-hand and set forth in his new 
book, “From Mons to Ypres with French,” em- 
brace many quotable stories, grimly eloquent of the 
splendid valour of the First Expeditionary Force 
against vastly superior numbers. We venture to 
extract a few of these, while counselling the resder 
to study the volume from cover to cover. 

When tho Germans were massing before 
Audregnies, General do Lisle instructed Colonel 
David Campbell, commanding the 9th Lancers, to 
hold the enemy at all costs, and to charge if neces- 





By tome slight misunderstanding of the verbal order 
Colonel Campbell took It that be was to charge at once, 
The Oth Lancers pushed op through the village and gal- 
loped down a lane which converged into an open field in 
plain sight of the enemy. When the Oth Lancers bad 
passed tirough the lane as fast aa they could get through 
Itfor tt was narrow, tortuous, and thick with dust— 
they had not far to ride acrosa’the fleld when they were 
confronted with a stout wire fence, ‘The 4th Dragoon 
Guards wore coming on after them.

NAVAL BANK TRIAL. 


SEE 
PRISONERS SENTENCED. 


After o hearing oxtending over ten days, the trial 
of Mackworth Praed Parker and Frederick Thomas 
Bulteol, partners in the Naval Bank, Plymouth, on 
a charge of conspirii customers of the 
bank, reached a coi ion at the Old Bailey yester- 
day. ‘The prosecution alleged that the bank had 
been insolvent for years, and that the plaintiffs, 
without rea: 
gain solyency, continued the bank in order to live as 
wealthy men. 

Mr. Justice Avory, continuing his summing up, 
said defendants by their own statement of affairs in 
bankruptcy showed the gross liabilities of the firm 
to unsecured creditors to be £580,586, with a de- 
ficiency of £307,784. As they knew, there would 
be a probable dividend to creditora of about 93 or 
10s in the pound. ‘The outstanding fact in the case 
was that the bank had been insolvent gince, and 
probably some time before 1859, 

His lordship pointed out that if the defendants 





















have lost only 3s in the pound. Defendants said 
they were anxious that even that amount shonld not 
be lost. Dealing with Lord Avebury’s advica to the 
defendants, that they wanted more capital, the judge 
said that coming froin Lord Avebury the jury might 
think that that meant, “If you cannot find more 
copital, you cannot do any good.” Defendants wero 
not successful in finding more capital. 

The jury retired to consider their verdict at one

It is a most painful duty 
for me to have to pass any sentence upon men whose 
names have boon honoured for many years past in the 
West of England. I take into consideration the fact 
that this case was in no sensa one of fraud, or a 
| scheme of frand, initiated by you for the purpose of 
putting money into your own pockets, but rather a 
caso in which both of you had an sesuranco, when 
you joined this business, that thera was some hope, at 
all events, of its baing restored to a solvent condi 
tion. Bui with that sssurance, which I do not doubt 
you both entered upon this enterprise, it cannot be 
doubted, and the jury have not doubted, that, with 
your experience subsequently gained, you must have 
boen conscious that your conduct in carrying on the 
business would inevitably lead to-tho defrauding of 
customers who were depositing their money and trust- 
ing you to carry on the ordinary basiness of a bank.

‘Ten 
years more at the same rate of progress would have 
perhape achieved her object, By a providential freak 
of fortune she was tempted to use her other mighty 
machine with a “get rich quick” motive. But 
costly as that had proved, it had not swept away her 
commercial system. That was working to-day for 
the future in spite of the blockade, and the same for. 
mula would be again applied. What were we doing 
to defend ourselves against it? We were passing ex: 
lent resolutions. And if the war were to collapse 
suddenly next weok Germany would be off the mark 
in the commercial race quicker than any of her com 
petitors. 

The output capavity of British engineering had 
been increased during the war by a margin estimated 
at from 30 to 50 per cent.

LORD SELBORNE’S APPEAL, 


The Earl of Selborne, President of the Board of 
Agriculture, has communicated the following letter 
to the Press: 

Sim—In January last I urged upon the County 
War icultural Committee in England and Wales, 
the desirability of using their best efforts to induce 
local authorities, landowners, and other residents to 
relense as many of their employés as possible for 
work on the land. I was aware that this has been 
done already in very many instances; but I pointed 
out to the committees that the value to farmers of the 
eccasional assistance of gamekeopers, woodmen, road 
men, garden labourers, and men of that class, most 
of whom po some practical knowledge of farm 
work, could ha~dly be over-estimated at a time when 
the shortage of skilled farm hands was necessarily 60 
acute. 

It has now core to my notice, however, that in 
some instances private residents, so far from releas- 
ing their employés with agricultural knowledge to 
work on the land, are actually engaging skilled farm 
hands to attend to pleasure gardens and similar work 
of this kind.

In their ffty-soventh annual report, just issued, 
the Board o: Guardians for the Reliof of the Jewish 
Poor state that immediately after the outbreak of 
war a large number of persons who had never be- 
fore applied for relief were forced to come to the 
Board, but that in 1916 there were fewer now cases 
than for many years past. On the other hand. allow. 
ances granted to old people and to widows with young 
children and no wage-carners-increased by over 
£1,200, owing to the rise in the price of provisions. 
ft is estimated that the weekly expenditure on food 
for a family of two adults and children, earning 
an average wage of 218 44d, which, according to the 
Board of Trade figures for 1904, would then have 
been 14s 43d, would in January, 1915, have been 
about 19s 64, and now would be about 24s 94. 

The Board point out that the financial position 
is unsatisfactory, as, although the expenditure has 
decreased, the income from subscriptions and dona- 
tions has diminished still more. As a result, even 
after spending legacies, the expenditure exceeded 
the income by £3,295, and the year closed with an 
actual cash deficit of £1,258.

Viscount Bryce presided last evening at the Queen's 
Hall oyer the first of two mass meetings convened 
by the “ Fight for Right" movement. In explain- 
ing its objects, Viscount Bryce said the war was one 
for principles. [t was, as far as he could romember. 
the only war for principles which had been waged in 










We did not wish for it, and materially we had a 
great doal to lose by it. We had suffered unexampled 
sorrows. We had lost » great part of the finest 
element of our population greater than England 
had over lost Belore: more than in the wars of a 
whole century. We were defending the rights of 
humanity. which were endangered by mothods which 
threatened to throw us back into the aves of oriri- 
tive barbarism. 

We carried this war on not so much against the 
Gorman people as against the German Government, 
We did not desire to destroy the German people, or 
dismember the German Empire. All we desired to 
do was to break and discredit the domination of an 
unserupulous military caste, a caste which was hostile 
to liberty; a caste which held the German people in 
thraldom:; and to give the German pcople the means 
of abolishing a detestable system and vindicating 
liberty for themselves. The “Fight for Right ” 
movement sought to make people feel that these were 
the principles and motives and aims with which 
‘we entered the war, and in which we ought to carry 
the war through. (Cheers.) 

In tho course of the evening a stirring new song, 
which Sir Edward Elgar has specially composed for 
the movement, was sung by Mr. Gervase Elwes.

WORK OF TRIBUNALS 


CITY APPEAL DECISIONS. 








“ Supposing this Tribunal gave you total exemp- 
tion,” said Captain Thompson,’ military represen- 
tative, at the City Appeal Tribunal, to a depart- 
mental manager of a large printers and stationers’ 
firm, “and you were unfortunately run down end 
killed by a motor-omnibus to-night, do you suggest 
that your employers’ business would have to cease? 

“No,” replied the applicant, “ but it would be a 
very serious inconvenience to them.” 

One month's postponement was granted. 

In an application for the exemption of his gon on 
the ground that he was indispensable, the pro- 
prietor of a large firm of provision curers and packers 
said his con was engaged in the sterilising depart- 
ment, which was the most important part of the 
business. “It's rather curious," added the appli- 
cant, “ that while the man who packs goods into a 
cart is certified as engaged in a reserved trade, the 
expert who prepares the meat and packs it in tho 
tins is not eo certified. I do not believe there are 
100 men in the United Kingdom who could do the 
particular clues of work my son is engaged in. 

‘Two months’ exemption was allowed. 

A father, whose eon had enlisted since the appeal 
had been entered, said his boy had done this because 
he was afraid he would be arrested as a. doserter, 
but applicant very much wanted to have bim back 
as he was very important to the conduct of his 
business, ° 

Captain Thompson said he had no doubt that if 
tho ‘Tribunal expressed a desire to eee the lad ho 
would be allowed by his commanding officer to 
come to London, and if the Tribunal thought he was 
ind: nsable for e work of national interest he 
would allow him to leave the Army.

In every case her advances have been 
treated with a contempt which cannot 
but have disturbed most seriously the 
minds of the Willhelmstrasse, and which 
has led to those manifestations of epilep- 
tic bravado in which the German Chan- 
cellor has denounced the stupidity of 
enemies who fail to realise that they 
have been smashed into little pieces. It 
is this condition of affairs which, per- 
haps more than anything else, has 
brought about the political storm in Ger- 
many which is raging to-day, and the 
existence of which the German Press is 
no longer able to conceal. For to all 
parties in the distracted Empire it is 
plainly apparent that the Alliance is not 
weaker to-day than it was, but very much 
stronger-in every essential respect ; and 
that, after nearly twenty months of such 
a war as this, spells terrible things for a 
Power which has staked all on the suc- 
cess of a blow for the military domination 
of Europe. When such an ambition was 
nursed a hundred years ago, Naporron 
was able, by crushing victories, to break 
up one coalition of Powers after another. 
While Brsstarcx directed Prussian policy 
he was able, by unmatched dexterity, to 
prevent alliances being formed against 
him and to strike down victim after 
victim in isolation. But his successors 
have been unable either to prevent or to 
disperse the association of nations 
against them. Germany has come at 
length to a full realisation of what that

Whatis the 
German story? It is asserted that not 
four, but five, British vessels were 
present; that “the enemy broke off 
the action after he had received several 
direct hits,” and that the Germans sus- 
tained only “unimportant damage.” 
Apparently the enemy, taken by sur- 
prise, had not time even to’ count 
correctly, for the Admiralty’s statement 
as to the numbers engaged in this 
running action must be accepted as 
accurate. 

If the ‘German version be wrong 
in this particular—as it is—what 
must be the verdict on the assertion 
that the “ fight was successful for us’’? 
The enemy’s communiqué is exposed as 
a fabrication intended for home and 
neutral consumption. Itis no incidental 
misrepresentation. The German Naval 
Staff’s perversion is in line with the 
policy which is now being pursued on the 
other side of the North Sea in communi- 
cations regarding military, naval, and 
aerial happenings. According to the 
reports assiduously circulated in the 
Balkans, Verdun fell on the first assault, 
and the French line was shattered. Yet 
the battle continues, and German corpses 
are being piled up almost every day! 
Then take the report of the air raid on the 
Kentish coast. Three undefended seaside 
towns were attacked, as well as Dover, 
which is in a different category. Among 
several non-combatants seven little chil- 
dren were murdered ; one of the enemy’s 
machines was brought down at sea. 


“abundantly pelted with bombs the 
military buildings’’ at these places: 
“numerous hits with very good effect 
were observed "’; and “‘all our aeroplanes 
returned safely.’’ Nothing points more 
conclusively to the desperate condition 
of the Germans, now making’ frantic 
appeals for another war loan, than 
these efforts to hide the truth and give 
the civil population straws on which to 
hang their slender hopes.

That was an exaggeration 
intended to excuse inactivity. The 
balance of power is, however, consider- 
able, and there is no reason to suppose 
that it has yet materially changed since 
that German writer made his estimate 
Jast summer. On the other hand, 
Germany is confronted with the 
Russian Fleet, assembled in the Baltic. 
In relation to its original. strength, 
probably no force has grown tue 
since war began than that of our Ally. 
The enemy has not even been able 
to assure his communications by sea 
with Sweden and the other Northern 
countries. In spite of everything that 
has been done—the increase in the 
number of patrol vessels and the laying 
of new minefields—British submarines 
are still actively engaged in divorcing 
Germany from her nearest markets, as 
the holding up of a Norwegian ship this 
week illustrates. But, apart from that 
consideration, it must be apparent that 
unless the enemy is about to commit 
naval suicide, so to speak, no action on a 
grand scale is to be anticipated. That 
statement does not carry with it any gua- 
rantee that a few months hence a Fleet 
action may not occur. But at present 
Germany remains under a heavy handi- 
cap. Twenty months constitute a short 
period for the creation of new naval 
power, and whatever efforts may be put 
forth to bear fruit later on, in existent’ 
conditions any movement will cer- 
tainly take a novel form.

A RAPID ADVANCE. 


The Russian advance, which, according to 
telegrams recently published, is being carried 
out mainly by large bodies of Cossack cavalry, 
has been very rapid. The operations of our 
Allies in Persia began last November, when, as 
the resuit of the agitation and bribery of Ger- 
man agents, headed by Prince Henry of Reuss, 
the German representative, a serious revolt 
against the Government at Teheran broke out. 
As this rebellion threatened the safety of the) 
country the Russians decided to send military 
forces to restore order and support the antho- 
rity of the Teheran Government. They in- 
flicted severe defeats on the rebels, and the 
German agents and their Turkish anxiliaries 
were obliged to flee. The Turkish Minister 
was arrested and expelled the country, while 
the Rugs'an troops pushed forward without 
delay, and Hamadan, 250. miles north-west of 
|Ispahan, was occupied on Dec. 15 
afterwards the Russians arrived outside 
Teheran, where, however, an impudent attempt 
by the Germans to win over the young Shah to 
their cause had already been frustrated.

GERMAN LIES EXPOSED.

SUEZ, Monday. 
With the idea of influencing neutral nations 
nd comforting their own people the German 
Wireless Press has sent out durin~ the past five 
weeks a number of highly-coloured inventions, 
alleging a strong anti-British feeling among the 
Pgyptians, resulting in open revolts. On the 
18th inst. the wireless said there had been re- 
peated bloody collisions between the natives 
and the military, and that on Feb. 27 alone 
thirty-five dead and forty-five wounded were 
picked up in the streets of Cairo. This is pure 
fiction. Other stories circulated say that great 
pleasure is felt among Egyptians at the English 
withdrawal from Gallipoli, that the Arabs had 
inflicted a new defeat on the British, and that 
the events on the western front had made 
deep impression on the natives, 
There is not a vestige of truth in these state- 
ments. My own observations, which are sup- 
ported by the views of people thoroughly in 
touch with native opinion, lead to the con- 
clusion that the'Egyptians are more confident of 
the success of the Allies than at any time since 
the outbreak of the war. 
The natives are absolutely calm, possess fuil 
knowledge of the security of Egypt against any 
possible attack, and are delighted at the large 
British Army here, not merely because it assures 
them of the peaceful pursuit of their industry, 
but because it is an important outlet for their 
labour, and means the circulation of a vast 
amount of money, The parties of native 
labourers engaged on military work are ex- 
tremely well treated, and appear to be the thap- 
Piest bunds of workers in the world.

FALL IN WHEAT. 
PROSPECT OF CHEAPER BREAD. 


























With the sudden drop in the price of wheat hause- 
holders are naturally expecting a reduction in the cost 
of bread, From inguiries mado yesterday, a Daily 
Telegraph representative ascertained that on Monday 
next the quartern loaf would most probably be a 
balfpenny cheaper. 

A fall from 7s to 85 a quarter has takon place in 
tho wheat market, the explanation of which appears 
somewhat indefinite. Grain merchants profess to 
hays been surprised by the sharp decline, and whilst 
some contemplate a further lowering of prices, there 
are others who say it is not at all unlikely that prices 
may again run up. “It is impossible to forecast,”” 
|said a dealer. He considered the fluctuation was due 
to a waye of optimism in regard to the dura- 
tion of the war. An carly termination of hostilities

be expected in this country. This prospect has 
caused something like @ scaro in certain quarters, 
Thore is a fairly good eupply of wheat in the country, 
and merchants possibly see the necessity for unload- 
ing their large stocks before fresh arrivals are to hand.

It is stated that the North London bakers have 
decided to reduce the 94d loaf to 9d from to-day, on 
condition that it is purchased at the shop. To cover 
the cost of delivery a charge of 9}d would be made, 
Owing to the shortage of labour and the increased 
price of commodities, some shopkeepers have coased 
delivering.

IMPORTS PROHIBITED 


MOTORS, PIANOS, SPIRITS. 





A Council was held at Buckingham Palace 


yesterday, at which the King signed a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the importation of certain 
articles of luxury into the United Kingdom. 
The Proclamation is made under the Customs 
Consolidation Act, and its operative clauses 
are as follows: 


As from and after the twenty-seventh day 
of March, 1916, subject as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the importation into the United 
Kingdom of the following goods is hereby pro- 
hibited, viz. : 

Motor cars, chassis, motor cycles and parts 
and accessories of motor cars and motor 
cycles (other than tyres) “ith the exception 
of the motor cars, chassis, accessories, and 
parts which are at present exempted from 
import duty under Section 18 (4) of the 
Finance No, 2 Act, 1915. 

Musical instruments, including gramo- 
phones and pianolas and other similar instru- 

ments and accessories, component parts, and 

records therefor. 

Spirits and strong waters of all kinds except 
brandy and rum. 

Provided always, and it is hereby declared, 
that this prohibition shall not apply to any 
such goods yhioh are imparted ander licence 
given by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, 
and subject to the provisions and conditions 
of such licence. 

It is officially announced that licenses by the 
Board of Trade will not in general be issued 
except where evidence is forthcoming that the 
goods were either (a) actually en route for the 
United Kingdom at the date of this notice, or 
(b) paid for at this date.

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FIGHT WITH SINN FEINERS,

INSPECTOR AND SERGEANT SHOT. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
DUBLIN, Tuesday, 

A grave occurrence took place in Tullamore, King's 
County, last night, as the result of a disturbance 
which took place between a crowd of men and youths 
and gome Sinn Fein Volunteers. ‘Two of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary—County Inspector Crana and 
Sergeant Ahern—were shot and wounded, the latter 
somewhat seriously. 

‘The occurrence appears to have originated in the 
gathering of a crowd antagonistic to the Sinn Feiners 
in the street opposite rooms occupied by the Irish 
Volunteers in William-street, Tullamore. A scuffle 
followed, but not much damage was done, and the 
police had not much difficulty in separating the 
parties. Tho crowd, however, remained in the 
viewnity of the Sinn Fein meeting-place, and when 
some of the Voluntcers appeared they weto- protected 
by the police. What exactly followed is not known yet, 
but reports state that stones were thon thrown at the 
windows, and those inside replied to the fusillade by 
revolver shots 

Eyentually County Inssector Crane and District 
Inspector Vitzgerald arrived on the scene, and, 
aided by some police, began clearing the crowd away. 
‘Afterwards the two inspectors, accompanied by 
Head Constable Stuart and Sergeant Ahern, ente1 
the rooms with the intention ‘of searching the occn- 
pants for arms. The Sinn Meiners refused to allow 
themselves to be eearched, and shots were fired. 
Sergeant. Ahern was shot in the arm and side, and 
‘now lies in a precarious condition at the hospital. 

Inspector Crane was hit in the check. Four 
arrests were made, the prisoners being all Tullamore 
Volunteers. ‘Three revolvers wore seized by 
police, one of which was an automatic pistol. _ 

‘A number of extra police are being drafted into 
the town, and many more arrests are expected.

ROUMANIA. 
FRONTIER CLOSED. 


From A. BEAUMONT. 
MILAN, Tuesday. 
‘The Roumanian frontier bas been closed for 








some days, and the reports from Hungary, which 
state that the Austro-Hungarian troops have 


been withdrawn all along the Roumanian front, 
ere intended to give exactly the opposite im- 
pression, namely, that the frontier was closed 
in order to prevent the Roumanians from know- 
ing of the alleged concentration of troops on 
their border. Austria, on the contrary, has 
sent all her available forces against the Russian 
front in Bukovina and the Italian front on the 
lsonzo. She is unable to keep any forces what- 
ever on the Roumanian frontier. 

Persons who believe themselves fully informed 
with regard to the Roumanian situation con- 
tinue to assert that Roumania will not join the 
Alles until the latter have achieved some vic- 
tory or made progress in the Balkans, or till 
the Russian troops have made considerably fur- 
ther advances in Asia Minor. The feeling in 
Roumania, however, is very restless. Vexation 
is felt at the refusal of Germany to permit the 
importation of iron and other metals and objects 
of prume necessity in exchange for the corn 
and petroleum sold to Germany, and the ques- 
tion is now whether the Roumanian Govern- 
ment will not find some way of preventing the 
corn purchased by the Germans from crossing 
the frontier. 

Kelations are evidently becoming strained, 
since it is reported that M, Condafiresca, First 
Secretary of the Legation, who was carrying 
Roumanian diplomatic despatches, was stopped 
wt Brassov by the Hungarian authorities ten 
days ago without ahy explanation, and his de- 
teution, which amounts to arrest, still con- 
tanues, despite the efforts made by the Ron- 
manian Government to secure his release. 
Another source of irritation in Roumania is the 
news of the suppression by the Hungarian 
authorities of the Roumanian paper Romanwl, 
which is printed in Arad, and the organ of the 
Roumanian Nationalists in Hungary. 

A report was spread that Mackensen and two 
other German generals had met in war council 
at Brassov, intimating thereby that an Austro- 
German army was about to swoop down on 
ftoumania, Needless to say, this rumour was 
entirely false, as there is no army in the Banate 
or on any part of the Roumanian frontier avail- 
able for such an incursion, and all the Austro- 
Hungarian and German troops are necessary at 
the other fronts. 

‘The news of the trinmphant Russian advance 
in Armenia continues, however, to counteract 
the false German rumours spread in Bucharest. 
‘The latest information from Constantinople is 
tbat the Russian army is making great strides 
in the direction of Mossul, and that the situa- 
tion of the Turks at Trebizond is desperate.

But there is no 
collateral evidence to bear out such a suppos 
tion. There is no obvious reason why Germany 
should want to force Holland into the war in 
rovoking her by these piratical outrages: for 
an equally good reason Holland is not likely to 
declare war on Germany, although she will de- 
mand a substantial indemnity for the loss of so 
valuable a ship as the Tubantia.

They are situated on the second floor 
at the end of a passage, On Saturday evening it 
was discovered that an entry had been obtained by 
the use of a duplicate key, and the contents of two 
safes removed.

Ut is surmised that advantage was taken of the busy 
state of the street on Saturday afternoon to convey 
the packing-cases to the door of Regency House by 
means of a vehicle, and fram the ground-floor to the 
second-floor by the lift, which is one workable with 
out an attendant. At that time there would be few 
people in the building, and the carrying in of the 
cases from the street would not be likely to cause any 
suspicion. 

Tn describing the cases, the police state they are 
new and stoutly made, Tho dimensions ara: One, 
4ft 9in by 18in by 12in; and the other, 2ft by 16in 
by 13in.

The things to 
learn at echool were not merely how to win prizes— 
certainly not good-conduct prizes—but to endeavour 
to live a simple, honest, straightforward life, and 
do nothing mean or petty. (Cheers) When bo 
wos a teacher in the school-in 9 room 
that was not now used as a class-room— 
‘he had ninety boys to teach, and yet that schoo) 
was always better staffed ond better arranged 
and conducted than any other school in the district, if 
not in London (Cheers.) In founding the school 
the Baroness Burdett-Coutts had 9 great ideal, which 
circumstances enabled her to realise, 
Looking back? he could say that his life at the 
school was a very happy one. It was a school which 
was singularly fortunate in its staff, and it was more 
than fortunate in having one of the greatest men 
of the Victonan era as its inspector--Matthew 
Arnold. It was too carly to say yet precisely in 
what niche of the Temple of Fame his name would 
permanently remain. He was a man whose ideals 
were pure and great. He exercised a very con- 
siderable influence on the literature, and, indeed, on 
the philosophy and general life, of the period in whioh 
ho lived, But as an inspector he was a man whose 
influence on the absurd, cramping, narrow-minded, 
and destructive method of education then in force 
was a golden gift, which came as a gleam of sun- 
shino. 
‘Tho system in those days was one of payment by 
results, [t was the emanation of a narrow, puni- 
tanical mind, cribbed, cabined, and confined, utterly 
unable to see the dreadful injury it wae doing to 
teachers and pupils alike. It intensified the system 
of cramming, which was the curse of education. 
Matthew Arnold put all the trappings and opremonies 
and shell of education on one side, and went straight 
to the kernel. What mattered was not 69 much the 


the character of the people who did the teaching, 
Until, boys came to the age of 12 or 13 years it did 
not matter two straws whether their education was 
scientific or classical. The effects of either on 90 
per cent. of children was about the same, and that 
was no cffect whatever. The chiofest privilege of 
his lifo wae that he was privileged to work under 
Matthew Arnold, who put him on the road to good 
literature. (Cheers.) 


LAND OF SUNSHINE. 


Australia, from which he came, was a great country, 
and it had one desirable feature, it provided sun 
shine every day. (Lauyhter.) He went out to it 
with a friend because they thought it would be a 
good thing to get into a wider atmosphere with possi 
bilities of adventure.

STORM ON THE COAST. 
LIFEBOAT’S GALLANT RESCUE. 








From Our Qwn Correspondent. 
GRIMSBY, Tuesday. 
A thrilling lifeboat resoue was mado known at 
Grimsby to-day, when the Hornsea lifeboat, Ellen 
and Margaret Settle, manned by a Bridlington crew, 
under Ooxswain F. Crawford, bronght in the captain 





which went ashore off Withernsea Iste on Sunday 
night during bad weather. The King's Lynn was 
bound to Shields with cement, and was in so dan- 
gerous a position that the captain and crew got away 
in two boats. A lifeboat put off, and after some 
difficulty reached the steamer, only to find that the 
crew had left. 

‘The look-out on the Hornsea coast sighted a emall 
boat in difficulties, and as the Hognsea crew were 
away on rescue work, a telephonic message was sent 
to Bridlington asking for assistance. Coxswain 
srawiord, with a crew of twelve men, af once 
motored from Bridlington to Hornsea, and then put 
off in the Ellen and Margaret Settle. After con- 
siderable difficulty they succeeded, three hours latar, 
in picking up one boat's crew about seven miles off 
Hornsea, and they were then told that the second 
boat was still missing, ‘The lifeboat thereupon made 
® thorough search, despite the rough seas and intense 
cold, and were finally rewarded by sighting tho 
second boat, which had drifted some fifteen miles 
from the first boat. The whole of the King’s Lynn 
crew were much exhausted. One boat side had been 
partly stove in, and it was only kept afloat through 
constant baling. As it was impossible to land on tho 
Yorkshire coast, owing to the rough seas and the wind 
blowing direct to thé land, Coxswain Crawford mado 
i Grimsby, which was reached some few hours 
later. 





TOWING FEAT OF TRAWLER.
